Wills are often, interesting, docu¬ 
ments, and it is strange to note among, 
those who die in this particular local¬ 
ity, not one of them have remembered 
the town or community in which they 
made their wealth. Here is one from 
the old country in which the testator 
gave an account of his life: 

"I came to the town of Glossop, in 
Derbyshire,” he said, “over forty 
years ago, practically penniless.' It 
pleased God to make me prosperous. 
I feel it right that I should apply some 
of my money for the benefit of the 
town." 

His fortune was made out of belt- 
fastenings; he established a factory 
for making them. The £150,000 which 
he leaveB to Glossop is to provide for 
child welfare, apprenticing boys and 
girls of good character to trader and 
professions, music teaching in schools, 
orphanages and almshouses, planting 
of trees in the town, improvements of 
parks, libraries and swimming-baths. 

Mr. Isaac Jackson, who thus showed 
his desire to benefit his fellow-citizens 
of all ages, added the hope that 
"others who have prospered will be 
induced to apply their wealth in a 
similar manner.” 

SAFER AEROPLANES 

Fire Proof Tanks Will Be Made. 

British Inventorg_,at the Top 

When aeroplanes crash they nearly 
always catch fire. This, the Air 
Ministry decided, was due to the 
nature of their petrol-tanks, which up 
to now have been made of steel. 

Prizes were therefore offered for 
designs of tanks which would make 
fires less likely. The competition, 
open to the world, has been won by 
British inventors, who took all the 
three prizes. Now the Air Ministry 
believe they have got types of tanks 
which will remove the danger of fire 
whether an aeroplane falls or whether 
it is attacked in the air. 

The result of this open competition 
proves that British ingenuity can hold 
its own with that of any other nation, 
so long as it gets a fair chance. Two 
of the prizes went to firms of manu¬ 
facturers; the third was taken by a 
retired naval officer living in Surrey. 

The demand from Japan for Cana¬ 
dian lumber is increasing so rapidly 
that it promises to revive the industry 
in British Columbia. 

RUNNING INTO TRAINS 

Some amazing facts are revealed in 
a bulletin issued by the Southern 
Pacific Railroad of America. 

During 1921, on the Pacific system 
of the Southern Pacific, 186 motorists 
ran into sides of trains, 85 crossing 
gates were broken down, and 46 mo¬ 
torists skidded into trains! 

The company now announces that, 
to protect itself from damage done by 
careless motorists, it will in future sue 
the owners of cars that run into its 
trains—provided they are still alive! 


LEAVE THEM ALONE 

War claims its victims not only 
when men are fighting but long after 
peace has been declared. 

On the battlefieds of the Gallipoli 
Peninsula a party of British sailors 
came, the other day, across a shell, 
which went off when they touched it, 
and wounded six men, two of whom 
died, while a third was so badly hurt 
that he was not expected to live. 

The only sensible rule for men and 
nations in dealing with the deadly 
implements of war is: Leave them 
alone.

The present forest fire situation in 
British Columbia is very serious and 
much timber is threatened in the 
northern and central main-land. 

There are 3000 men engaged in 
fighting fire in the province of B.C. 
They have the fires now under con¬ 
trol. 

The coal miners of Alberta are still 
on strike and prospects for a shortage 
of coal next winter may be looked for. 

Baron Byng spent a very enjoyable 
day at Banff, playing golf and in¬ 
dulging in mountain climbing. 


While a treeless prairie invites to 
quick, cheap cultivation, those of us 
who came from wooded countries miss 
the beauty and shade of trees and 
groves more than anything else in this 
district. A ivsit to Edmonton, Cal¬ 
gary, or even to Lethbridge in driest, 
most treeless part of the province, 
with their wealth of shaded streets, 
parks and lawns, unavoidably makes 
one home sick and dissatis fied with 
our bare streets and scanty of trees 
in the district, remarks the Hanna 
Herald. 

Many people, realizing this, are 
planting trees on their lots in town 
and about their homes in the country, 
and some good groves are in prospect. 
These, with the number of such 
natural groves, if permitted to ma¬ 
ture, would greatly change the aspect 
of the country. Besides, it is not 
denitd that trees are wonderful modi¬ 
fiers of climate, increasing the rainfall : 
and lessening the violence of the wind, 
and consequently tre drifting of soil 
and snow. It will thus be realized 
that for enhancing the value of our 
farms, as well as our homes in town, 
aside from the resulting attractiveness 
and comfort, we should do all that 
we can to preserve the natural groves 
and greatly increase them by copious 
planting. In doing this we should 
plant seeds or send away for trees, 
for the tree growth is not increased 
if we bring trees from the country 
and plant them in town. If we leave 
them to die, the number is diminished. 

But there another side to the ques¬ 
tion. Trees and groves in the country 
are more valuable to their possessors 
than a like number in town. No 
farmer can afford to sell a tree, even 
at many times the price charged by 
those who ship trees in. But any who 
will properly prepare the soil, may 
receive trees from the government. 
With such considerations in mind, 
what must we thing of ourselves, if 
we selfishly bring trees from the out¬ 
side natural groves to plant about our 
homes in town, when we have no more 
right to them than we have to steal 
the farmer’s cows for our own use 
And we rob the owner of value in the 
one case as certainly as we do in the 
other. 

But what must we say of the loose 
thinking which will permit children 
and grown ups to ruthlessly destroy 
the few natural outsides groves as is 
constantly being done. Owners of 
cars will go to the country to get a 
sight of trees, rest and eat lunch in 
the shade and then cut, slash and 
break those few trees to bedeck their 
care as they return to town, wantonly 
parading their vandalism. 

Let parents, teachers, adults and 
children exhort all to regard trees so 
highly that we would no more destroy 
them than we would break the limbs 
of animals.

Loyalty Basis of all Civilization 


Loyalty is the foundation upon which the whole 
atructure of civilization rests. ’Loyalty to one’a coun¬ 
try, loyalty to one’s state, loyalty to one’a city, loyal¬ 
ty to one’s business associates, loyalty to one’s 
friends! Loyalty ia essential to the ordinary pro¬ 
gress of the world. Without it the world must be 
chaos. 

There wopld be no stable government in the world 
were it not for the loyalty of the people to their 
government. There would be no successful business 
enterprise on the face of the globe were it not for 
the loyalty of the men and women who are connected 
with it. No church could exist for a month were it 
not for the loyalty of its members. The sacredness 
•of the home would be a myth were it not for the 
loyalty of (he members of the family’group. 

The loyalty of a people to its government is based 
partly upon sentiment and partly upon the recogni¬ 
tion of an obligation that a people owes to its gov¬ 
ernment. A people fhat has the benefit of good 
government owes a duty to that government. Those 
who do not recognize this duty and perform it volun¬ 
tarily are compelled by law to do so. The man or 
woman who ia protected by the government in the 
j pursuit of life and happiness, must contribute in 
money and service toward the support of the govern¬ 
ment. The man or woman who, under the protection 
of his government which preserves law and order, is 
able to accumulate property, must pay taxes on that 
property to help, maintain the government which 
has proected him or her. ‘ In time of war the govern¬ 
ment has the right to call upon its citizens to take 
up arms in ita defence. if 

LOYALTY MORAL OBLIGATION 

In governmental affairs these things are regulated 
by law, and the man who receives the benefit of or¬ 
derly government is required to fulfill the obligation 
which that entails, but in the ordinary affairs of life, 
loyalty ia a moral rather than a legal obligation. 
There are laws which prevent a man from stealing 
from his employer or his business associates, but 
' there is no law that requires him to be loyal tq them. 
Hie success of a business institution, however, de¬ 
pends more upon the loyalty of its employes than 
upon the laws which prevent them from ateali”? its 
money. Likewise the stability of a government de¬ 
pends more upon the loyalty of its people than upon 
the laws which compel them to fulfill their obligation r 
to the government. 


It is equally true that the prosperity and growth 
of every individual community is dependent upon the 
loyalty of the people who live in it. Every citizen 
owes an obligation to hU community, und the obliga¬ 
tion is a moral as well as a legal one. The good 
citizen pays his taxes cheerfully and willingly. He 
serves upon the juries which administer the laws qf 
the community. He fulfills every legal obligation 
that is imposed upon him by his government, but 
there is a moral obligation which is of still greater 
importance to the community. This moral obligation 
consists in doing everything that is in his power to 
promote the prosperity and happiness of his com¬ 
munity. The man who is enabled to make his living 
in any community is under a moral obligation to 
spend his money in such a way as to help his com¬ 
munity. 

PROSPERITY WORTH PROTECTING 

Anything worth having is worth protecting, and if 
the prosperity of a community is worth anything to 
the people living in it it Is worth protecting. If the 
chance for a man to earn a goodliving, to live welt, 
to give hia children a good education, is worth any¬ 
thing, it is worth protecting. 

There is just one way to protect the prosperity of 
a community, and that is to keep the community 
from being drained of its cash—working capital. 
The only way to do that ia for the people af the com¬ 
munity to keep their money at home. Every time the 
citizen of a community senda money away from 
home to a mail order house instead of spending it in 
his home stores he is disloyal to his community. It 
is disloyalty to the merchants only indirectly. It is 
disloyalty to the community of which the merchants 
are only a small but a very important part. 

Thia is the moral obligation that every c’tizen 
owes to his community, just as the payment of taxes 
and the loyal support of his government are his 
legal obligations. Disloyalty of a large body of the 
citizens spells disaster to any government and dis¬ 
loyalty of any large part of the people to their com¬ 
munity is followed inevitably by the downfall of the 
community. Self-interest, if nothing else, should 
convince every citizen of the advisability of fulfilling 
hia moral obligation to his community.
